When William Jennings Bryan laid his head 
on his pillow at the Auditorium Annex last 
night he had concluded a campaign effort 
during the day and evening of twelve 
speeches to audiences each differing from 
the others, 

Careful estimates place the aggregate 
humber of people addressed by Mr. Bryan 
at 45,000. 

Polish women, a large portion of whom 
could not understand his words, heard a 
throat clearer at 10:30 a. m. in Sr. Stanis- 
laus’ Hall, Bradley and Noble streets. . Mr. 
Bryan outlined the issues of the campaign 
and told his auditors it was their privilege 
to influence their husbands, sons, brothers, 
and sweethearts to vote fearlessly for the 
right on Nov. 3. 

Mr. Bryan left the Polish women -for a 
noon gathering of hard-headed business- 
men at Battery D. Here the orator went 
into a critical analysis of the Republican na- 
tional platform. He snipped out the para- 
graph about the gold standard and a promise 
to work for international bimetallism, and 
declared it to be a piece of deliberate fraud. 
He said he stood for law and order, and 
characterized his political opponents as the 
law-breakers. If they did not stop smash- 
ing the statutes he thought trouble might be 
looked for. The Boy Orator incisively at- 
tacked the tyranny of bankers,“ and con- 
tinued to analyze the campaign issues as he 
has done in other speeches before the more 
thoughtful of his audiences. Many busi- 


. Ness-men were present, who shook: their 


heads as he made argument after argu- 
ment, but the majority of the audience was 
with him: vociferously. 

Collapse When Bryan Appears. 

At 3 o’clock there fluttered into Battery D 
all the women who could make their way 
into the hall. It is said there were 5,000 of 
them. For the most part they were elab- 
orately dressed and were so palpitating with 
excitement and curiosity that a number of 
them fainted as soon as they set eyes upon 
the features of the Nebraskan. The col- 
lapsed women were carried to the Lake- 
Front Police Station, which for a time took 
on the appearance of a hospital. All of 
them, however, revived in the fresh air and 
no serious consequences are expected. 

Mr. Bryan spoke on this occasion under the 
auspices of the Woman’s Silver League. 
He told the women why they should be in- 
terested in this campaign and asked them to 
use their influence with the male voters at 
the polls on Nov. 3. 

Leaving the fashionables behind, Mr. Bry- 
an was driven to the Transit House in the 
Stock-Yards. A large number of employés 
in the packing houses and lusty cowboys 
greeted him with a yell. Up in the windows 
of the Transit House J. Ogden Armour, Nel- 
son Morris' sons, and other employers looked 
down upon the scene. Mr. Bryan gave his 
customary advice to workingmen that they 
must think and vote for themselves. A 
squad of cowboys accompanied the orator 
from the Stock-Yards, giving him repeated 
** ya-hoo”’ yells when they bid him good-by.

They 
had in the Senate in the Thirty-ninth Gen- 
eral Assembly eighteen members, while the 
Republicans had thirty-three.

Mr. Bryan held up a silver horseshoe to 
the laboring men from the balcony of the 
Transit House at the Stock-Yards in the 
afternoon and told them it was his latest 
gift and completed the set, which included 
enough horseshoes to hang one over every 
doorway in the White House. 

The joke was heard by the 10,000 people 
who stood as one mass in the yard of the 
hotel and in the adjoining streets. It wasa 
typical Stock-Yards crowd, mostly work- 
men, although there were many women and 
chilren out in gay colors. 
So persistently did the mass move toward 
the speaker’s stand even before the arrival 
of Mr. Bryan that two men fainted in the 
jam and were passed out of the crowd over 
the heads of the others. Children were 
picked up and held in arms to help them 
get breath. There was fear of a stampede 
several times when the pack to the east of 
the speaker's stand began swaying to and 
fro like eddying waters, and it required the 
most earnest appeal of the Chairman to re- 


store quiet.

German Catholic School 
Shows Its Thrift. 

Mr. Bryan kissed a 3-year-old girl last 
night, who presented him with a bouquet of 
flowers at St. Paul's German Catholic 
School, Hoyne avenue and Ambrose street. 
Five hundred people saw him. 

A fair is being held there to pay for a new 
church building, and the Rev. George D. 
Heldman, pastor of the church, consequent- 
ly levied an admission fee of 25 cents on 
every one who entered to see the nominee. 
He explained this to the reporters with a 
deprecatory wave of the hand, which sig- 
nified the event was of no import, save that 
the church realized a goodly share of the 
needed money, for the building was crowded 
and still many were kept on the outside. 

Mr. Bryan came in at 7:20 o’clock. The

About half of the ee e classes of 
working people were legal voters in 1890. 
The wage-workers of this year, 1896, must 
number fully one-sixth more than in 1590, 
or a total exceeding sixteen and a half 
millions—half of whom are voters. : 

Now all this mighty mass of people are 
working for wages, paid in gold standard 
money, and have received no other kind of 
money since gold resumption in 1878—for 
the greenbacks reached par with gold that 
year, and they were getting three dollars in 
gold (and all had work when President 
Harrison’s administration closed in March, 
1893) to two dollars in gold in 1878 when 
specie payments were resumed on the gold 
standard. . 

If these millions of wage-workers are not 
the “toiling masses Bryan raves about, 
then who are they?. What they have to 
sell is their labor. Their interesis require 
that the pay received shall be in the best 
money, and not in cheap, fluctuating, de- 
preciating free silver currency worth fifty 
cents on a dollar, or less tomorrow. 

Tue Trrisune said jn a previous issue 
and repeats it for Mr. Bryan’s benefit that 
“Congress in 1873 prevented resumption 
on the silver monometallic basis, and 
caused specie payments to take place in 
187879 on the gold standard, whereby 
silver has been forced to stay at par in pur- 
chasing power and commercial value with 
gold all these eighteen years, to the great 
grief and exasperation of William J. Bryan, 
John Pardon Altgeld, Pitchfork Tillman, 
and all the rest of that crowd.” 

Resumption took place on the gold stand- 
ard and the wage-working masses of the 
American people, women as well as men, 
have been paid in gold or money as good 
ever since 1878. And the official investiga- 


show that there was a gradual advance or 
intrease in wages in gold of just about 3 per 
cent a year from 1878 to the panic of 1893.

The official statis show that from the 
time of resumption in 1878-79 on the gold 
standard there was no decline in wages, 
but, on the other hand, a steady rise of 
about 3 per cent a year (not 2 per cént, as 
previously erroneously stated) on the aver- 
age of all trades and occupations, which 
makes an increase in wages of $225 from 
1878 to the panic of 1893 on a wage or 
salary commanding $500 a year, and in the 
same proportion or ratio for the other higher 
or lower rates of compensation. 

And during all these sixteen consecutive 
years the gold wages of 14 millions of work- 
ers have purchased per dollar more of the 
necessaries and comforts of life for work- 
ingmen and their families by reason of new 
labor-saving inventions, making labor more 
productive, and consequently commodities 
have been growing cheaper in the market. 

The simple fact is the working classes of 
this country have been buying the necessa- 
ries and comforts of life cheaper for them- 
selves and families all these years since 1873 
and getting at the same time higher pay in 
gold up to 1893 when a change of adminis- 
tration and political policies have caused 
hard times and more or less reduction of 
employment. 

Now comes Bryan advotating a “change” 
of the money standard of this country from 
money worth 100 cents in gold to silver dol- 
lars worth 50 cents, claiming that the 
„ change will double the price of products 
and living expenses of course, at the same 
time, and calls on the seven or eight millions 
of voters living by working for wages and 
getting gold pay to vote for him and the 
cheap silver wages and dear goods! Will 
they do it? The result of the election turns 
on how they vote on that question, 

The gold standard has been no “ cross of 
gold pressing a crown of thorns down on 
the heads of toilers,” but it has been their 
salvation.

A - NONSENSICAL ANSWER. 

At Bloomington, in one of his dozen 
speeches on the road to Chicago Tuesday, 
Mr. Bryan tackled the life insurance policy 
system, and tried to explain how his 16 to 
1 free coinage of 50-cent silver dollars 
would affect the millions of holders of those 
policies, and this was all he was able to 
say on the subject:

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is nbour 50 cents, what is Mr. Bryan and 

the Popocrat party going to do ta prevent 
the widows and children from being paid 
in BO-cent money, and from losing the other 
50 cents on the dollar which they ought in 
justice and equity to have? It was a highly 
important question he was thus asked at 
Bloomington. Read again the silly, shabby, 
nonsetisical answer he returned.

‘ BRYAWs WORNOUT ORATORY. 

William Jennings Bryan, the Boy Ora- 
tor of the Platte,” arrived in Chicago on 
Tuesday evening. Up to the time of his 
arrival he had made during this campaign 
474 speeches. He made six more on Tues- 
day and ten more yesterday, bringing the 
total to 490. By the time he leaves Chicago 
he will have made more than 500 speeches, 
big and little. In his six speeches on ‘Tues- 
day he spoke 11,750 words. It is fair to 
presume that by the time he leaves Chicago 
not less than 50,000 words will have 
flowed from his capacious mouth, As a 
mere word emitting machine he will remain 
a marvel. Whatever may be his fate next 
‘Tuesday he will have broken the record as 
a human phonograph. No other Presiden- 
tial candidate has ever talked as much and 
said as little before. Mechanically consid- 
ered he is a wonder. No one will question 
his capacity for garrulity—for a garrulity 
cheaper than the unsound money which he 
advocates. 

Mr. Bryan has had a reputation for ora- 
tory, but that reputation has suffered ever 
since he made the impulsive and somewhat 
borrowed peroration which secured him 
his nomination. Upon what that .reputa- 
tion is based now seems difficult to de- 
termine. Oratory is largely measured by 
its popular effect. Judged by this standard 
it is of a poor quality. None of the speeches 
he has made in this city have had an in- 
spiring effect upon his audiences. There 
is not a new thought in them, not a new 
phrase even. It is evident he has reached 
the bottom of the barrel. His oratory is 
feayed, exhausted, and tiresomely monot- 
onous. There is the same old wornout 
phraseology without any of the tang and 
sharpness which characterized it at the 
outset. There are no new sophistries or 
catch words. He is displaying simply the 
tattered rags of his oratorical robes before 
the eyes of Chicago. There’ is a crack in 
the clarion, a rift in the lute. 

In the continuous performance which Mr. 
Bryan is giving no new ideas are propound- 
ed. Nor old errors corrected. No facts are 
set forth. Bryan despises facts, or crim- 
inally outrages them. Important questions 
have been put to him, but he never answers 
them. He is as silent as the tomb about 
them. He has been asked how the fifteen 
million jvage-workers in this country are 
to be benefited by giving them 50-cent dol- 
lars for the 100-cent gold dollars they have 
had since 1878. No answer. 

He has been asked if every workingman, 
in case of his election, will have two 60 
cent dollars in place of the 100+cent dollar 
he now gets. No answer. 

He has been asked how the expulsion ot 
gold and the slumping of silver one-half is 
going to make more money, or to help peo- 
ple. No answer. 

He has been gsked how the millions of 
depositors in banks and loan associations, 
the investors in life policies of insurance, 
the millions of pensioners, the millions of 
holders of notes and mortgages are to be 
benefited by getting paid back in 50-cent 
silver dollars for the 100 cents in gold they 
loaned. No answer. 

He has been asked why the United States 
should dishonor itself by paying 50 per 
cent of what it owes. No answer. ' 

Questions like these of great importance 
have been asked him repeatedly in the press 
aud by others, and yet with the opportunity 
of 500 speeches before him and tens of 
thousands of people anxious to know his 
views he looks in the faces of men whose 
prosperity he proposes to ruin and makes no. 
answer. 

It is charitable to say that the crowds 
which have waited upon him have gone 
away sorely disappointed. They are tired 
of nothing but words from a mere automatic 
talking machine. There are but three 
more talking days for this human macbine. 
Then the machine will run down, and the 
country will have a rest from the verbal 
torrents of the zigzag orator and the empti- 
ness of his frayed out oratory. The eur- 
tain then will ring down on the continuous 
show. On Tuesday next the people them- 
selves will do the talking—with ballots not 
words.

EXPEL GOLD AND IT WILL RULE SIL- 
VER AND PRICES FROM LONDON. 
In the spech made by Bryan at Arcade 

Hall in Sixty-fifth street night before last 

he reiterated his old assertion that We 

“should have an American financial sys- 

tem for the American people, and have it 

“right now, without waiting for the aid or 

“consent of any other nation.” 

In order that the “ American financial 
system“ he contemplates introducing may 
have the field all to itself he proposes, he 
says, to “ drive the geld standard from the 
United States back to Europe, where it be- 
longs.” 

Since there are but two money standards 
now—gold and silver—it is evident that 
Bryan means to make the latter the Amer- 
ican system. 

When the gold is driven back to Europe 
we shall have silver monometallism. We 
have seen all along that was what the Pops 
intended to force on this country. 

When Bryan and his Pops have intro- 
duced his 16 to 1 silver standard dollars, 
by whom will-their value and purchasing 
power in the world’s markets be fixed? It 
may be granted that they will have some 
value, as that of the bullion they contain, 
and that they will have a purchasing power 
equal to their debt-paying power, after all 
the present debts are paid or repudiated; 
but by whom will that purchasing power be 
determined ? 

Bryan seems to think and may say “ by 
Congress.” He may assert that the ex- 
change value of a silver standard dollar 
may be established by Congressional legis- 
lation. If he is asked, however, to give an 
instance or precedent where the exchange 
value of hard money has been settled by a 
legislative decree, he will not cite it, simply 
because history records no case of the kind.

This daily valuation of the United States 
free silver dollar, agreed on in Lombard 
street, would be cabled across the ocean, 
would be posted in all the financial and 
commercial exchanges, printed in all the 
daily papers, and consultéd by all the buy- 
ers and sellers of commodities in the United 
States, and their prices would fluctuate ac- 
cording to those cable dispatches. 

For when the Lombard street plutocrats 
put a slightly higher British gold value on 
the American silver dollar every American 
will give a little more property in exchange 
for that dollar. If the British plutocrats 
take a penny or two off the valuation of the 


a little less property for those free American 
dollars. 

The value of the Achten dollar would 
fluctuate synchronously with the bullion 
market in England, and consequently the 
price of all commodities in the United States, 
ns measured by free coinage silver dollars 
and the purchasing power of American 
money, would go bobbing up and down per- 
petually. 

Thus the gold standard, though expelled 
by Bryan from this country, would return 
daily by cable to regulate his American 
financial system.” Hs would be able to ex- 
pel the metal itself, but the gold standard of 
values would rule in this country in spite of 
him or any Corgress that supported him. 

The great difference would be that, while 
the United States now has 600 millions of 
gold money and the gold standard at first 
hand, it would under Bryan’s system he 
governed from Lombard street by that 
standard at second-hand. Having a gold 
standard of its own; the United States can 
regulate the value of its silver money, of 
which it has over 500 millions. If it had no 
gold standard of its own, the value of its 
coined silver would be fixed in accordance 
with the English gold standard. 

So, while Bryan proposes to make this 


working to make the United States, as far 
as its financial system is concerned, a vassal 
and dependency of England and Lombard 
street. If Bryan were unfortunately elect- 
ed, and his wildhawk, thoughtless, fool 
policy carried out, Lombard street in Lon- 
don would fix the purchasing power of even 
his salary and of his Cabinet and of that of 
every other man ih the United States. The 
fact is that Bryan’s mind is immature; his 
stock of knowledge is very limited; his dog- 
matic ideas are mostly crude and errolveous, 


DANIEL WEBSTER ON FREE COINAGE 

When Daniel Webster made his great 
speech to farmers and workingmen in 1834 
he could not have made it more pertinent to 
the present ¢risis if he had been living now 
to thunder at the Bryan-Altgeld-Tillman- 
Debs conspirators and to dissect and pul- 
verize their arguments. In that great 
speech the expounder of the Constitution“ 
said: 


Whether the laboringman works on his own 
small capital or another’s, his living fs still earned 
by his industry; and when the money of the coun- 
try becomes depreciated and debased, whether it 
be adulterated coin or paper without credit, that 
industry is robbed of its reward. He then labors 
for a country whose laws cheat him out of his 
bread. 

I would say to every owner of every quarter- 
section of land in the West or South, I would say 
to every man in the East, who.follows his own 
plow, and to every mechanic, artisan, and la- 
borer in every city in the country—I would say to 
every man everywhere, who wishes by honest 
means to fain an honest living—beware of wolves 
in sheep's clothing. Whoever attempts, under 
whatever popular cry, to shake the stability of 
the public currency, bring on distress in money 
matters, and drive the country into the use of de- 
preciated money, stabs your interest and your 
happiness to the heart. 


This was Webster's opinion of the Bryan- 
ism and Altgeidism of his day. It is just 
as true and pértinent today as it was sixty- 
sho years ago.

INFORMATION BRYAN NEEDS TO KNOW. 
Night before last Bryan announced that— 


Bimetallism is not an experiment. It is as old 
as human history. Gold and silver have been 
money from the time when we first know of the 
transactions of the human race. For 6,000 years 
they have come down to us, side by side, linked 
together at some ratio, and together bearing the 
burdens of commerce. 


This is part truth and part falsehood. 
Gold and silver have been money from time 
immemorial, but they have not been “ linked 
together at some ratio for 6,000 years. 

For thousands of years each stood sep- 
arately on its own merits. When a contract 
was made a metal was specified. Whoever 
borrowed gold agreed to repay gold. When 
property was sold for silver the debt was 
paid with silver. There were gold and sil- 
ver coins, but they were “ linked together 
at no ratio. The merehants decided as to 
their relative values, 

Bryan seems to think “ bimetallism ” 

meaus any ratio fixed by law utterly regard- 
less of the value of the respective units. 
He calls a 100-cent gold dollar and a 50-cent 
silver dollar “ bimetallism,” but that is 
nonsense on its face, The two units must 
be of equal commercial value or the result 
is monometallism inevitably. Does he 
really not know that much? 
Tur Trisune proposed to the Popocrats 
while they were holding their convention in 
this city to demand the free coinage of sil- 
ver, to be a legal tender, and circulate on 
the basis of its commercial value in gold. 
That would have been a return to the meth- 
ods of an earlier day, when “ no favor was 
shown” to either metal, and each circu- 
lated freely, being taken for whatever it 
was worth in the market. 

Bryan seems to believe that the ratio of 
16 to 1 antedates the beginnings of human 
history. Yet there was a time, and not 
very long ago, when ratios were undreamed 
of, European nations began experimenting 
with coinage ratios during the middle ages, 
and after working for some centuries at 
the job of linking two metals together by 
law gave it up in disgust. 

It may also surprise Mr. Bryan to learn 
that there was a time, and not very long: 
ago, when there was no legal tender laws, 
and when a creditor who had loaned a cer- 
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worth as much as the more valuable dollars, 
but he has never cited an instance where it

BRYAN's LIBEL ON THE FACTS OF As- 
* TORY. 


Mr. Bryan’s reckless disregard of eco- 
nomic truths, which has been the conspic- 
vous feature of all his free silver spéeches, 
seems to have inspired in him a similar 
blindness to all other correlated facts of 
history. The New York Post points out in 
particular his familiar claim that since 
the crime of 73“ was perpetrated the 
poor boy has bad no chance in this country, 
a claim which was expressed in his speech 
to the women at Minneapolis in these words: 


We want yotr sons to be permitted to enter 
Ute with an even chance, without becoming favor- 
ites of some great monopoly. We want your chil- 
dren and our children to have an equal chance 
in the race for life, and not be crowded out by 
these great organizations of wealth which are 
trampling upon the rights of men. We want 
this Nation to be what our forefathers intended. 


Such an utterance, as the Post shows, 
was strangely ridiculous in Minnesota, a 
State which elected as ita last Senator 
Kuute Nelson, a native of Norway, who at 
the age of 6 came to this country in 1849 
with his mother, a poor widow, and who 
has made his own way in the world, study- 
ing law under difficulties after he returned 
from service in the Union army, and rising 
from one office to another, until he has 
reached the highest open to one of foreign 
birth.” Then there was Congressman 
James A. Tawney, whose father was a 
Pennsylvania blacksmith, and who himself 
worked at this trade and that of a machinist 
until 1881, when he began the study of law. 
There are dozens of other similar instances 
in Minnesota of men in high places who 
were poor boys and have made their mark 
since the commission of “ the great crime.” 

In Michigan, which Bryan visited later, 
and where he made the same kind of state- 
ment, there are many conspicuous proofs 
of its falsity. Congressman S. M. Stephen- 
son, a native of New Brunswick, whose par- 
ents moved to Maine when he was6 years old, 
was a poor boy, and at the age of 15 ut to 
work in the lumber business in Michigan, 
rising to prominence through his own efforts. 
Congressman W. S. Linton of Michigan, 
who was a colleague of Bryan from 1893 to 
1895, “left school at the age of 15—just 
before the great crime—to become clerk in 
a store, then manager of a sawmill aud 
lumber yard, next superintendent of a 
large lumbering industry, and so on.” The 
Northwest is full of such careers, which 
give the lie to Bryan’s utterances. Itis not 
strange that the Pioneer-Press of St. Paul 
remarked of this aspect of Bryan’s speeches 
in these States: 

An intelligent hearer would find it difficu't 
to believe that he was listening to a full-grown 
man, an educated American citizen, 36 years old. 
who has been brought up under American insti- 
tutions and might be presumed to be reasonably 
conversant with the history of his country, and 
still more difficult to believe that this effusive 
young man was actually a candidate for the high- 
est and most responsible office in the country 
to which he was so evidently a stranger. He 
would wonder whether Mr. Bryan was really 
awake and 4éliberately slandering the United 
States of America, or whether he was not talking 
in a hypnotic dream of some other country, some 
legendary land in some other imaginary epoch 
in the world of fiction. 

Bryan’s campaign is against truth and 
honesty. He cannot deal in facts and stick 
to his creed. His hopes of success are based 
on so falsifying the truths of history that 
the people will be hoodwinked. But he is 
rapidly approaching the annihilation such 
a crusade deserves.

Business Rivalry Said to Have Cansed |

Few things in Highland could throw the 
people into greater excitement than Peter 
charging the sons of Mr. Goldberg with 
responsibility for his treatment. 

Their names were mentioned in connection 
with the disappearance at the outset be- 
cause of a well known enmity between 
them and young Peter, who for several 
years had been the clerk and driver for the 
rival firm of Moses Moses & Son. 

It was said freely at the time that the 
Goldberg boys had made life miserable for 
Peter by plaguing him and threatening to 


do him violence. 

This treatment, it was said, worked far 
more serious results than ought to have at- 
tached to boyish indiscretions, because the 
young man is simple-minded.

HIGHWAY ROBBERS MURDER A WOMAN 


Excitement Over the Killing of Mrs. 
Charles Kaiser and the Shoot- 
ing of Her Husband. 


Norristown, Pa., Oct. 28.—Charles Kaiser 
and his wife Emma of Norristown were held 
up by two highwaymen on a lonely road 
near Bridgeport tonight. Mrs. Kaiser was 
shot through the head and instantly killed 
and her husband was wounded in the arm by 
a second gunshot. 

The robbers secured two gold watches 
and all the other jewelry worn by the couple, 
even to the man’s shirt studs, and a pocket- 
book containing $53. They then made their 
escape. 

Kaiser and his wife conducted a crayon 
portrait store in this city. Late this after- 
noon they started in their private team for 
Gulf Mills. 

On their return home, while driving along 
a lonely road, two men sprang from the 
bushes lining the road. While one seized 
the horse by the bridle the other covered 
the occupants of the carriage with a revolver 
and demanded their money or their lives. 

Kaiser promptly handed out his cash to- 
gether with his watch, his wife’s watch, and 
a diamond pin. The robbers then command- 
ed them to get out of the carriage, and as 
they did so a pocketbook which Mrs. Kaiser 
carried caught the eyes of the man with the 
pistol He demanded it, but the woman hes- 
itated.

The Phila- 
delphia authorities have joined in the chase 
for the highwaymen. 

The wounded husband lies at his boarding- 
house in a state bordering upon insanity.

ISOLATION HOSPITAL NEARLY FINISHED. 


New Buildings Will Be Completed and 


The new City Isolation Hospital at Thir- 
ty-fifth street and Lawndale avenue will be 
completed and ready for use on Nov. 5. This 
hospital has cost $110,000, and is considered 
the finest of its kind in the country. 

It consists of a number of one-story build- 
ings, connécted by corridors. The main 
structure consists of the Administration 
Building, kitehen and nurses’ dormitory, 
and two wards for patients; one for men 
and the other for women. Each ward has 
a capacity for twenty-four patients. On one 
side is the probation or receiving ward, with 
twelve beds.. In the rear of the main group 
of buildings is the morgue, ambulance barn, 
disinfecting house, and heating plant. 
“Assistant Commissioner of Health Reilly, 
Dr. Garrott, Chief Medical Inspector, and 
Secretary Carr of the Health Department 
will visit the hospital this morning and make 
final arrangements for taking possession. 
Commissioner Kerr is considering the ad- 
visability of using the hospital for diph- 
theria and typhoid fever cases this winter.

RUSSIA’S EXPERIENCE WITH SILVER. 


Effect of a Depreciated Currency Upon 
ln, the Price of Labor. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—In answer to 
e State Department’s circular calling for 
information as to money and wages in for- 
Sign countries, United States Minister 
Breckinridge at St. Petersburg has sub- 
mitted an elaborate report on the Russian 
financial system and its workings. He 
shows that the standard for many years has 
been fluctuating paper, measured externally 
in terms of gold. 
The per capita circulation is about $5. 
In circulation the government has 1,055,- 
000,000 rubles, including: Gold, 5,000,000: 
silver, 23,000,000; and subsidiary coin, silver 
and copper, 90,000,000 rubles. The coinage 
of silver on private account was stopped in 
1893, and an extensive redemption scheme 
is about to be put into operation, to carry 
out which the government has accumulated 
a sum of gold equal to 550,000, 00 gold ru- 
bles ($368,500,000). The paper ruble. now 
Valued at 67 cents gold, will be redeemable 
in a special gold coin of the same value. 
Silver will be given a large field of employ- 
ment, but its coinage will be upon the ac- 
count cf the government and it will be kept 


at par with gold. 


Concerning the practical effect of the ex- 
isting currency on manufacturing industries 
and the rates of labor, the Minister submits 
‘data which he says will enable the subject 
to be viewed from different points of view. 
Manufactures have long been stimulated 
‘by a protective tariff as well as by the abili- 
ty of the manufacturers to pay their work- 
men approximately the ald scale of wages 
in the cheaper money of the present system. 


Still, the growth of manufactures, while 


considerable, has not been as marked as 
would be expected from these advantages, 
“though in lines most congenial to the people 
the growth has been great and the profits 
enormous. 

The workmen, however, did not partici- 
pate appreciably in the benefits bestowed 
upon these industries. Not a word is heard 
favorable to the condition of agriculture: 
the universal testimony is of extreme de- 

ression, and the wages of the agricultural 

borers have had in the main a downward 
tendency. As to factory wages, the Min- 
ister, after submitting copious official ta- 
bles, remarks that wages in Russia have 
‘undergone little or no change for thirty 

ears, and that there is no record of their 

ing affected by the great changes in the 
purchasing power of the paper ruble—the 
medium of payment. 
It may be assumed that had Russian 
labor been organized, as in the United 
States, it at least would have struggled to 
change the scale to correspond to the change

How much faster she might 
have grown and how much more equally the 
products of labor might have been distrib- 
uted had she enjoyed during all this period 
a good currency, conforming to a stable 
standard of value, and had the channels of 
both domestic and foreign trade been less 
defiected from their natural laws and 
sources, is a matter of speculation into 
which I do not enter. Nor do I attempt ta 
say to what extent the failure here of de- 
preciated currency to transmit its expansion 
to the vast interests enumerated would pre- 
vail in our country.”

we together and unitedly may secure the 
greatest welfare and prosperity for all? 

I do not say that the employer’s methods 
are always right, nor is it so regarding the 
employé, but that is no reason why I should 
adopt principles and ideas that will stop 
and cripple the business in which I am en- 
gaged and on which I am dependent for my 
daily bread. 

What siiall it avail us to try new finaritial 
schemes long ago exploded and shown to 
be corrupt, that are now being udvocated 
by shrewd-demagogues?

Thomas Jefferson on the Coinage. 

Chicago, Oct. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—The apostle of free silver has quoted 
Jefferson in support of his crazy theories, or 
at least has had the audacity to refer to him 
as a leader in whose footsteps he is a humble 
follower. So the devil can cite scripture 
to his purpose.“ It is true that Jefferson se- 
lected the Spanish dollar, the most commpn 
coin of account, as the proper unit to be 
used, but it is nowhere apparent that he 
sought for a cheap metal and tried to make 
it equal to a better one, or tried to foista 
so-called American system where one shil- 
ling might be called the equal of two. He 
was not, indeed, without opportunity. We 
had but just then thrown off the yoke of 
England and a purely American system 
would have struck, perhaps, a popular 
chord. France was just experimenting 
with new schemes of every sort—financial, 
philosophical, and sociological. The God- 
dess of Reason smiled serenely upon liberty, 
equality,“and fraternity, and Jefferson w 
a worshiper at her shrine. Why, then, did 
not Jefferson, the father of American De- 
mocracy, reason out a financial scheme 
which should suddenly give the young but 
impoverished Nation a plentiful supply of 
money by calling sixpence a shilling, or even 
the common Spanish coin, the pistareen, a 
dollar? Simply because his sturdy honesty 
never allowed the idea of a base coinage to 
suggest itself. True, he selected the Span- 
ish dollar as the unit on account of its con- 
venient size, its decimal division, and its 
familiarity to all people, but never because 
it was a cheap dollar. The opportunity was 
at hand for either the demagogue or the 
patriot. Jefferson, as a man of learning, 
of virtue, and of patriotism, could see but 
one course to pursue,

tem of currency, but he disfavored ijt. 
know of no unit,” he said, which can be 
proposed in competition with the dollar but 


the pound. But what is the pound? 1,547 


grains of fine silver in Georgia, 1,289 grains 
in Virginia, Connecticut, Rhode and, 
Massachusetts, and New. Hampshire; 
1,031 1-4 grains in Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, and New Jersey; 9663-4 
grains in North Carolina and New York. 
Which of these shall we adopt? To*which 
State give that preéminence of which all are 
so jealous? And on which impose the diffi- 
culties of a new’estimate of their corn, their 
cattle, and other. commodities?” He pro- 
posed, then, the Spanish dollar as the unit 
for the reasons above stated. 

And did Jefferson, the Democrat, then 
propose to wage a war on gold as a metal of 
bankers and usurers and drive it out of cir- 
culation by the adoption of a silver standard 
which should be of less intrinsic value than 
its gold equivalent? Not at all. I am quot- 
ing from the great statesman's Notes on 
the Establishment of a Money Unit and of 
a Coinage for the United States,“ in Vol. 1 
of his published works (edition of 1829). He 
says: 

The proportion between the values of 
gold and silver is a mercantile problem 
altogether.. It would be inaccurate to fix it 
by the popular exchanges of a half Joe for 
eight dollars, a Louis for four French 
crowns, or five Louis for twenty-three dol- 
lars. The first of these would be to adopt 
the Spanish proportion between gold. and 
silver; the second, the French; the third, a 
mere popular barter where convenience is 
consulted more than accuracy. The legal 
proportion in Spain is 16 to 1; in England, 
15% for 1; in France, 15 for 1. The Spaniards 
and English are found in experience to re- 
tain an overproportion of gold coins and to 
lose their silver. The French havea greater 
proportion of silver. The difference in 
market has been on the decrease. The 
Financier states it at present as at 14 for 1. 
Just principles will lead us to disregard legal 


"proportions altogether; to inquire into the 


market price of gold in the several countries 
with which we shall principally be connected 
in commerce and to take an average trom 
them. Perhaps we might, with safety, lean 
to a proportion somewhat above par for 
gold, considering our neighborhood, and 
commerce with the sources of the coins, and 
the tendency which the high price of gold 
in Spain has to draw thither all that of their 
mines, leaving silver principally for our and 
other markets. It is not impossible that 15 
for 1 may be found an eligible proportion.” 
It should be noted that Jefferson first of all 
proposed to found our coinage ratio of the 
two metals not upon the legal proportions of 
any country, since Kings had been known 
to debase their own coinage, but upon the 
market price of gold as expressed in silver; 
or, in other words, the market price of sil- 
ver. He did not look for a cheap dollar, but 
rather inclined to put an extra twenty-ninth 

into the silver dollar for the sake of keepin 
gold in the country. He further „ 
the appointment of proper persons to assay 
and examine the Spanish dollar other 
coins, and of a commission also to inquire 
what are the proportions between the value 
ot fine gold and fine silver at the m ets of 
the several countries with which We might 
be connected in commerce, and to determine 
what would be a proper proportion here, hav- 
ing to the average ot their values at 
those markets and to other circumstances.

He Wants to Know if the Seventy- 
‘five-Dellar Warrant Offered Him 

tor Services He Never Performed 
Was Cashed, and if So by Whom— 
Story of an ‘Effort to Use State Pat- 
romnage to Effect Certain Ends in 
Ward Politics, 


C. J. Flick, a resident of the Twenty-sixth 
Ward and candidate for the Legisiature on 
the gold Democratic ticket in the Sixth Dis- 
trict, is the last man to ask Gov. Altgeld 
annoying questions. What Mr. Flick wants 
to know is whether a warrant for $75 drawn 
on the State of IIlinois in his favor for al- 
leged services as an inspector at the Stock- 
Yards was ever cashed, and if so by whom. 
Also whether any similar warrants were 
Grawn, and, if they were, whether they 


‘were cashed and by whom. 


Incidentally Mr.. Flick tells an interesting 
story of an attempt to use the patronage 
of the State of Illinois to effect certain ends 


in ward politica, His account of the matter 


is as follows: 

“In the summer of 1895 my friends in the 
Twenty-sixth Ward were using my name as 
the Democratic candidate for Aiderman; 
in fact, when Schlake, then the Aiderman, 
was nomimated there was a tacit understand- 
ing he was not to run again and I was to 
succeed him. One evening in September, I 
think it was the 10th or about then, when 
I came home my wife told me John W. Lane- 
hart’s coachman had been at the house and 
had left word Mr. Lanehart wanted to see 
me. It was too late to go over to his home 
that evening, but the next morning 1 stopped 
in at his office in the Unity Building. 

“There I saw Mr. Kimball, his chief 
clerk, who told me Mr. Lanehart had gone 
to New York that morning, ‘ But,’ said Mr. 
Kimball, ‘he has left something for you,’ 
and he handed me an envelope. I opened it 
and found a State warrant for $75 drawn in 
my favor and purporting to be for a month's 
salary as State Live Stock Inspector at the 
Stock-Yards. We were alone in Uov. Alt- 
geld’s room at the time. 

Now, I had never done a day’s work for 
the State, either as Live Stock Inspector or 
in any other capacity, and did ndt know 
what to think of it. So I put the warrant 
in my pocket and determined to wait until 
Mr. Lanehart came back, when I could ques- 
tion him aboutit. I kept it until about Oct. 
1, showing it in the meanwhile to some of my 
friends, and then went up to Mr. Lanehart's 
office, taking a friend with me. I asked him 
what it all meant, and he said: 

The fact is, John, we want you to draw 
out of this Aldermanic fight and give 
Schlake a clear field. If you will withdraw 
you can have this place, and there is no work 


to do. 
“I told him I certainly had done no work 


for the month for which the warrant was 
drawn—in fact, had no idéa my name was 
on the State pay-rolls—and furthermore did 
not care to become tangled up with the Alt- 
geld machine under any circumstances. 

He argued with me for some time, and 
finally I told him it was no use talking, and 
gave him the warrant, saying: Lou had 
better take this back. I have no use for it.’ 

Well, if you haven't we have,’ Lane- 
hart answered, taking back the warrant, 
and that was the end of the matter. 

Now, what became of that warrant I 
have no means of knowing, or whether any 
more were ever issued in my name, but it 
certainly is a matter of some little interest.“ 


WEBSTER TO WORKINGMEN IN 1834. 


Ringing Words Uttered Sixty Years 
Ago That Have Particular 
Significance Today. 


The following is an extract from Daniel 
Webster’s speech before the United States 
Senate on Jan. 31, 1834: 

Sir, there is one subject on which I wish 
to raise my voice. There is a topic which I 
perceive is to become the general warcry of 
party, one which I take the liberty to warn 
the country against—dclusion. Sir, the cry 
is to be raised that this is a question between 
the poor and the rich. I know, sir, it has 
been proclaimed, that one thing is certain, 
that there is always a hatred on the part of 
the poor toward the rich; and that this 
hatred would support the late measures, and 
the. putting down of the bank. Sir, I will 
not be silent at the threat of such a detesta- 
ble fraud on public opinion. 

Mr. President, this is an eventful mo- 
ment. On the great questions which occu- 
py us we all look for some decisive move- 
ment of public opinion. As I wish that 
movement to be free, intelligent, and un- 
biased, the true manifestation of public will, 
I desire to prepare the country for another 
appeal, which 1 perceive is about to be made 
to popular prejudice, another attempt to ob- 
scure all distant views of public good, to 
overwhelm all patriotism and all enlight- 
ened self-interest, by loud cries against false 
danger, and by exciting the passions of one 
class against another. I am not mistaken 
in the omen; I gee the magazine whence the 
weapons of this warfare are to be drawn. I 
hear already the din of the hammering of 
arms preparatory to the combat. 

Sir, I see in these vehicles which carry to 
the people sentiments from high places plain 
declarations that the present controversy 
is but a strife between one part of the com- 
munity and another. I hear it boasted as 
the unfailing security on which recent meas- 
ures rest, that the poor naturally hate the 
rich. 

Sir, I pronounce the author of such senti- 
ments to be guilty of attempting a detesta- 
ble fraud on the community; a double fraud; 
a fraud which is te cheat men out of their 
property, and out of the earnings of their 
labor, by first cheating them out of their 
understandings. 

Sir, it shall not be until the last moment 
of my existence that I shall believe the peo- 
ple of the United States capable of being 
effectually deluded, cajoled, and driven 
about in herds by such abominable frauds 
as this. If they shall sink to that point, if 


they so far cease to be men, thinking men, 


intelligent men, as to yield to such pretense 
and such clamor, they will be slaves al- 
ready; slaves to their own passions, slaves 
to fraud and knavery of pretended friends. 
They will deserve to be blotted out of all the 


‘records of freedom; they ought not to dis- 


honor the cause of self-government by at- 
tempting any longer to exercise it; they 
ought to keep their unworthy hands entire- 
ly off from the cause of republican liberty if 
they are capable’ of ‘being the victims of 
artifices so shallow, of tricks so stale, so 
threadbare, so often practiced, so much 
worn out, on serfs and slaves. 

I admonish every laborer in the country 
to be on his guard against such delusion. 
1 tell him the attempt is to play off his 
passion against his interests; to prevail on 
him to destroy all fruits of his liberty in 
the name of liberty; in the name of patriot- 
ism, to destroy his country; in the name of 
his indepefidence, to destroy that independ- 
ence, and to make him a beggar and a slave. 

Has headollar? He is advised to do that 
which will destroy one-half of its value. 
Has he hands to labor? Let him rather fold 
them and sit still than be pushed on by 
fraud and artifice to support measures 
which will render, his labor useless and 
hopeless. . 

The very man of all others who has inter- 
ests in sound currency, who suffers most by 
mischieyous legislation in money matters 
is the man who earns his daily bread by 
daily toil. A depreciated currency, sudden 
changes in prices, paper money, falling be- 
tween morning and noon and again before 
night, is the very harvest time for specu- 
lators and the whole race of those who are 
idle and crafty, those greedy of other men’s 
property and prodigal of their own 

But the laboring man? What can he 
hoard? Preying upon nobody, he becomes 
the prey of all. His property is in his hands. 
His all is his labor. Whether he work on 
his own small capital or another’s, his liv- 
ing is still earned by his industry, and when 
the money of the country becomes depre- 
ciated and debased, whether it be adulter- 
ated coin or paper without credit, that in- 
dustry is robbed of its reward. He then 
labors for a country whose laws cheat him 
out of his bread. 

I would say to every owner of every quar- 
ter section of land in the West, I would say 
to every man in the East who follows the 
plow, and to every mechanic, artisan, and 
laborer in the country—I would/say to every 
man who wishes by honcst means to gain 
a living: 

Beware of wolves in sheep's clothing.” 
Whoever attempts, under whatever popu- 
lar cry, to shake the stability of public cur- 
rency, bring distress in money matters, and 
drive the country into the use of paper 
money stabs your interests and your happi- 
ness to the heart. sls tele

‘early yesterday morning. When found, a

incoherent words and expired before medical - 
ald could be summoned. : 


Piotrouski was formerly a private in Com- 
pany F, Fifteenth United States Infantry, 
having received an honorable discharge on 


officer commend him for his deportment and 


good character. 


Duri the great strike of 1894 he, with 
his po enfin was stationed at Kensington, 
and while there was sent to guard the Micbh- 
igan Central railroad bridge near Hammond. 
At that poirit he incurred the enmity of a 


‘number of strikers, who threatened his lite 
if occasion ever permitted. 


Shortly after being discharged from the 
army he went to. West Hammond and mar- 
ried a Polish belle of that village. 
night of the wedding his house was visited 
by a gang of toughs, who were driven away. 
They returned the next night, and Piotrou- 
ski discovered that some of his assailants 
were the ex-strikers who had threatened his 
life and tried to expostulate with them. 
They attacked him, and in the fight that fol- 
lowed John Kvojak was shot through the 
heart and instantly killed, and Klymm 
Kovkoski was seriously wounded in the leg. 

Though the Coroner’s jury exonerated 
him, Piotrouski was a changed man. He 
appeared morose at times, and when in that 
condition he drank heavily. He was often 
jeered at by his neighbors, who spoke of him 
as a murderer, and virtually ostracised him 
from society. 

He went over to the City of Hammond on 
Tuesday and visited a number of saloons, 
and returned late at night in a state border- 


ing on insanity. He had purchased a re- 


volver, and shortly after returning threat- 
ened to kill his wife and child. 


Mrs. Piotrouski ran from the house with 
her baby, and went to a neighbor’s. In the 


meantime the half-crazed man searched 
for his wife, and being unable to find her 
went back home. When he reached the 
steps leading to the door he sat down, and 
a few minutes later a shot was heard. A 
night watchman found him lying on the 
steps with a bullet hole in his side. He 
summoned assistance, and the man wascar- 
ried into the house, where he expired a few 
minutes later. The Coroner was. notified, 
and the inquest was held last night. 


Piotrouski! was often heard to say he was 


dissatisfied with the quiet life he was lead- 
ing since he had married, and wished he was 
back with his associates in the Fifteenth. 
He often visited the regiment at Fort 
Sheridan, and when it left for the West a 
few days ago he was there to bid his com- 
rades good-by.
